Continuation of Substance of Interview Including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants representative contacted the examiner to discuss the 
merits of the Office Action mailed 2/9/2004, Applicant's representative argued that the latest amendment which 
included the limitation that paint is applied to only a portion of the artificial embers distinguished applicant's Invention 
over the prior art.
